WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
Statements by Secretary Hull that 
the United States has “no purpose 
or intent to rush out somewhere 
and get into a real war” and that 
“we won't be in any war until Hit- 
ler decrees that we shall” were 
presented to the Senate today as it 
opened debate on revision of the 
Neutrality Act. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee made public the testi- 


mony that Hull, Admiral Harold 
R. Stark and others gave in closed 
session last week when the com- 
mittee considered the bill. 

Hull testified that the United 
States was pursuing a course dic- 
tated by “the law of self-defense.” 


“Resolute Course.” 


‘It is all important that we de- 
fend our rights on the Atlantic 
against an avowed movement of 
force and lawlessness,” he -said. 
“We should pursue a somewhat 
resolute course, not enough to be 
foolhardy, not enough to get un- 
im necessarily into trouble, but enough 
im t0 command the respect that one 
brave man has for another.” 
Hull recommended expansion of 
the House armed ship bill to permit 
@yAmerican merchant vessels to tra- 
i vel anywhere on ‘he high seas—a 
step which the foreign relations 
group approved by a vote of 
13 to 10. 


“Somebody Will Get Hurt.” 


The United States, he testified, 
faces the task of defending its 
thipping against a “nest of sub- 
marines,” and he acknowledged 
that “of course somebody will get 
burt now and then.” 

“That might be called a step 
leading to war or leading to one 
thing or another, but the situation 
is that we won’t be in any war un- 
til Hitler decrees that we shall, and 
it has not been at all to his advan- 
lage to do that.” 

Asked by Senator Vandenberg 
Rep.), Michigan, whether this 
country now was convoying ships, 
Hull replied: “That is my guess.” 

Discussing this country’s policy 
toward Germany in the past, Hull 
tid he had spent six years after 
Hitler's rise to power in 1933 in an 
effort to prevail on the Reich “to 
observe conditions of peace.”

SENATE DEBATING 
BILL TO LET SHIPS 
ENTER WAR ZONES 


Connally Says U. S. Must 
Claim Rights to Seas— 

_ Preface to Combat, Van- 
denberg Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
appealed to the Senate today to 
reassert the nation’s “rights to the 


seas” while Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, denounced the 
bill to revise. the Neutrality Act 
as a preface to war. 

Connally, as chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
opened debate before crowded gal- 
leries on legislation which would 
permit American merchantmen to 
carry arms and to sail to any port 
of the seven seas. He declared 
that United States shipping was 
“being sunk by the brutal and 
murderous doctrine of unrestrict- 
ed submarine warfare” and that “as 
a proud nation, the United States 
must claim its rights to the seas.” 

Predicts “Second A. E. F.” 

Vandenberg predicted that the 
first American ship carrying an 
American crew and American cargo 
through a European combat zone 
would be “shortly followed by the 
first American transport that takes 
the second A. E. F, to Europe.” 

He said he was opposed to the 
legislation because it constituted a 
“disingenuous preface to a se- 
quence of belligerent events which 
are calculated to take us into a 
two-ocean shooting war on our own 
initiative.” 

The measure, he told his col- 
leagues, would create “a new war 
‘hazard without compensating ad- 
vantage” and would “do more 
harm than good” to the program 
of aiding the enemies of the Axis. 

‘Connally had argued that revi- 
sion of the neutrality law was a 
defense rather than a war meas- 
ure. He said it was needed as a 
step against “the brutal and mur- 
derous doctrine of unrestricted 
submarine warfare.” 

“Invitation to Shooting.” 

Vandenberg said that ‘arming 
merchant ships was a “provocative 
prelude to sending them into com- 
bat zones and belligerent ports and 
thereby inviting the shooting that 
means war.” 

The Senate committee’s action 
in broadening the House-approved 
bill to permit travel in combat 
zones, he added, “leaves no further 
room for the comforting consola- 
tion that we are still on the road 
to peace, which has been the con- 
stant presidential promise up to 


date.”

‘Not a Step Backward,’

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, Qet. 27 
(AP).—Fighting under “no retreat” 
orders, the Red army was reported 
today to have driven across the 
Nara River in a counterattack 
south of Moscow and retaken a 
village. 

(The Nara River is about 50 
miles south and southwest of Mos- 
cow and joins the Oka River at 
Serpukhov, just south of Moscow). 

The heaviest action was concen- 


trated on the Russian left wing on 
the southern approaches to the 
cepital as the battle for Moscow 
grew increasingly violent. 

Gen. Gregory K. Zhukov, com- 
mander of Russia’s. central front 
armies defending. Moscow, issued 
an order to his troops which said: 

“Not a step back! Halt the 
Fascist! Do not let them reach 
Moscow! Every man must fight 
like 10.” 


Rostov Situation Serious. 


In Southern Russia, the Nazis 
apparently were pushing steadily 
ahead toward Rostov, important oil 
pipeline terminus and rail and river 
junction at the gateway to the Cau- 
casus. Russians admitted the sit- 
uation on this front was danger- 
ous. 

Dispatches said a mass assault 
by 100 German tanks was beaten 
off on an important sector before 
Rostov, at the mouth of the Don 
River, but the Germans were con- 
tinuing to move up reinforcements, 
Heavy losses were said to have 
been inflicted on a picked division 
reported hurled back before Rostov. 

Another German force was re- 
ported to have retreated to its 
original position on the approach 
to the Crimea after a three-mile 
advance when Red army defenders 
counterattacked, 

Troops Ordered to Hunt Tanks. 

Gen. Zhukov’s order to the Mos- 
cow defenders instructed them not 
to “avoid tanks, but to hunt and 
destroy them,” and declared that 
cowards and panic-mongers must 
be destroyed ruthlessly as traitors. 

However, the Germans were piling 
up increasing numbers of infantry 
and tanks supported by aircraft 
in an effort to take the city S on 
the Russian left flank. Dispatches 
said the first Nazi assaults in this 
direction were repulsed by a Sov- 
jet infantry unit which clung to 
its positions and destroyed 40 tanks. 
One German infantry battalion was 
reported wiped out in the fighting. 

The Nazis finally forced a cross- 
ing of the Nara River, but were 
hurled back to their former posi- 
tions, Russians asserted.

The Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri today refused the requests 
made by the Tri-State Utility 
Workers’ Union in its ultimatum 
threatening to call a strike of its 
3000 members at 10 a. m. Wednes- 
day. 

The union had asked the com- 
pany to grant a flat 10 per cent 
pay increase—subject to later ad- 
justments to cost not’ more than 
$165,000—or ‘to agree to submit the 
dispute to a local arbitration 


board. ; 

Rejecting the request for local ar- 
bitration, the company declared 
the dispute would have to be han- 
dled by the United States Concilia- 
tion ‘Service or the National De- 
fense Mediation Board. 


Union’s Reply. 

“The union still insists on local 
arbitration before a fair board, 
right here in St. Louis,” Robert A. 
Roessel, attorney for the union, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, after 
reading the company’s reply. 

“However, if the United States 
Government intervenes, through 
the Defense Mediation Board, and 
requests a postponement of the 
strike, we will certainly give it 
mighty serious and mighty prompt 
consideration.” 

The strike would halt electric 
service by the company, which 
supplies about 85 per cent of the 
power used in £t, Louis, and serves 
large areas of Missouri, Illinois and 
Iowa. gue 

The company’s reply, signed by 
Edward T. Gushee, executive vice- 
president, said that “to grant 
either.of your demands would give 
to your particular faction a dis- 
criminatory advantage over mem- 
bers of other unions with which 
we must bargain. Such action 
would assure a continuation of la- 
bor difficulties.”

Walter Hoops, former teller- 
bookkeeper of the Tower Grove 
Bank & Trust Co., was heKd at 
Hampton Avenue Police Station 
today on his admission that he 
took $6760.72 from savings accounts 


of three depositors in the bank. 
He said he used the money in a 
business venture, for payments on 
purchase of his home and an auto- 
mobile, and for personal needs. 
Hoops, who was discharged from 
his $100-a-month bank job Sept. 15, 
went last evening to the home of 
Patrick O’Connell, 5201 Bancroft 
avenue, and asked for Miss Hannah 
O’Connell. The young woman, 4 
niece of O’Connell, was not, there, 
and Hoops, much agitated, told 


had taken money from Hannah’s 
savings account and wished to ad- 
just the matter with her. 

The O’Connells knew that their 
niece had no deposit at Tower 
Grove Bank. They called a rela- 
tive, who is a policeman, and he 
reported the matter to his superi- 
ors, who arrested Hoops at the 
O’Connell home. 

It developed later that Hoops 
had gone to see the wrong Han- 
nah O’Connell, and that the de- 
positor of that name was a resi- 
dent of Ireland. 

_ Invested Money; He Says. 

Hoops said to the O’Connells that 
he had helped a war refugee in a 
business venture. He said to the 
police later that $3000 of the money 
taken by him was invested in the 
Three Arts Shop, phonograph and 
record shop at 5717 Delmar boule- 
vard, and that he was a partner in 
the business with Miss Frances 
Rooz, 5519 Clemens avenue. 

Miss Rooz, who came to the 
United States from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia after the German occupation, 
denied that Hoops had invested 
any money in her business, or was 
a partner. She said he was an ac- 
quaintance 

Hoops said his method was to 
take money from inactive ac- 
counts, where it was unlikely that 
the depositor would call for it, 
and that has operations were 
made easier by the fact that as 
bookkeeper, he could cover up his 
defalcations as teller. He said he 
took $4941 from the Hannah O’Con- 
nell account, $1638 from the ac- 
count of Birdie O’Connell, and 
$180 from the account of Tony 
Katon, deceased. He took $4000 
from another account, he said, but 
repaid that sum from the O’Con- 
nell accounts. 

Down Payment on Home. 

Hoops said he used $1600 in a 
down payment on his home at 5437 
Enright avenue, and that other 
sums went for his automobile and 
for personai expenses. He has a 
wife and 4-year-old daughter. Dur- 
ing most of the time that he 
worked for the bank his salary 
was $90 a month; in the past year 
it was $100. Hoops is 39 years old, 
a native of Germany and a natural- 
ized citizen, '

picion of the bank officers, caus- 
ing him to be discharged last

NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (AP). — A 
strike tied up the yards of the 
Robins Drydock & Repair Co. in 
Brooklyn today where at least 14 
vessels, including one United States 
Government craft, were being over- 
hauled or awaiting repairs. 


The Industrial Marine & Ship- 
building Workers of America (CIO), 
which called the strike last night, 
said it was 100 per cent effective. 

Officers said 5800 workers out 
of 6000 were out and that most of 
the 200 workmen who entered the 
yards were fire watchers, fire 
guards and others given special 
passes by the union to keep the 
plant in operating condition. 

Crux of the dispute is a 5 per 
cent wage increase which union 
officers contend the campany had 
promised and then withdrawn,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis rejected today for 
the second time a request by F¥esi- 
dent Roosevelt to order 53,000 min- 
ers back to work in the “captive” 
coal mines. 


In a letter to the President, re- 
plying to Roosevelts request that 
the strikers go back to work in 
the interest of defense, Lewis said 


was not impaired and would not be 
impaired for an indefinite period. 
“This fight,” he said, “is only be- 
tween a labor union and a ruthless 
corporation—the United States 
Steel Corporation.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
The United Mine Workers asserted 
today that practically all of the 
53,000 coal miners in “captive” 
mines remained idle in- answer to 
a strike order of President John 


L. Lewis despite a second appeal 
by President Roosevelt that the 
miners stick to their jobs, 

K. G. Adams, press officer of the 
UMW, said Lewis would reply this 
afternoon to Roosevelt’s second re- 
quest that the mines continue in 
operation in the interest of na- 
tional defénse. 

Adams said all “captive” mines 
were shut down, and that a “stack” 
of telegrams from local unions in- 
dorsed Lewis’ rejection of the 
President’s first request, that min- 
ers remain at work pending fur- 
ther negotiations. 

Claim of Union Strength. 

The UMW claimed it had about 
95 per cent of the miners in the 
“captive” mines organized, with 
nearly 100 per cent strength in 
some mines. The mines are called 
“captive” because they are owned 
by steel and other corporations 
which use practically all their out- 
put. 

Principal issue is the union de- 
mand for a union shop, under 
which all miners must become 
union members after serving a 
probationary period of employ- 
ment.

— The 
Germans credited their Italian al- 
lies with frustrating heavy Rus- 
sian counterattacks against the 
Nazi advance in the Donets Basin 
today, and it appeared that Ros- 
tov, Black Sea port on the Don 
River was the next immediate ob- 
jective of the Germany army. 

While the siege of Leningrad 
and the drive to encircle Moscow 
continued, foreign correspondents 
were handed press material on 
Rostoy just as last week they re- 
ceived information about Kharkov, 
which the Nazis announced taking 
a few days later. Rostov, the 
Germans said, is important as a 
grain trade center, as well as for 
its war industries and communica- 
tions facilities. Its population was 
given as 500,000. . 

The high command, however, 
contributed only vague details of 
the southern campaign. 

“The enemy was thrown back 
with heavy and bloody casualties 
and left several hundred prison- 
ers in the handsof our allies,” said 
the daily communique from Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters, 

Bad Weather in Moscow Area. 

Dispatches reported new gains 
on.the central front. They said 
the Germans had broken Soviet 
resistance on a broad sector, but 
the high command dealt only in 
general terms with the situation 
outside the Donets Basin. 

“Operations in the East have 
made further progress in. spite of 
unfavorable weather,” the com- 
munique said. 

The news agency DNB indicated 

the Nazis had over-run well-forti- 
fied Russian positions studded 
with concrete pillboxes and case- 
mates in the Moscow area, but 
failed to say whether the successes 
were achieved south, west or 
northwest of the capital. The Ger- 
mans have been threatening Mos- 
cow from all three directions and 
last week were reported within 
about 35 miles from the city at one 
unspecified point. 
DNB acknowledged the Russians 
still were offering fierce resist- 
ance and gaid the latest German 
gains were made under heavy So- 
viet artillery fire. It asserted, 
however, that the Nazis had cap- 
tured 4000 more prisoners and de- 
stroyed numerous tanks, including 
some §2-tonners.

Grants Plea by Wage-Hour 
Administration on De- 
cision as to Method of 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court agreed today 
to review far-reaching Jitigation to 
determine. the proper method of 
computing overtime pay under the 
Wage-Hour Act, 

The Wage-Hour Administration 
obtained a review of a Circuit 
Court decision holding that the 
Dallas (Tex.) News was. within ‘its 
rights in computing overtime paid 
its employes on the basis of an 
agreed wage which was above the 


required minimum pay. 

Overtime. payments. should be 
made, the Wage-Hour Administra- 
tion contended, on the basis of an 
hourly rate obtained by averaging 
the weekly wage over the number 
of hours worked, 

Justices Pose for Photos. 

Prior to today’s brief session, 
the Justices posed in a conference 
room at the court, for the first 
time in history, for news photog- 
raphers. The pictures, however, 
must be submitted for approval of 
the court before publication. 
Philip B. Fleming, Wage-Hour 
Administrator, contended that if 
the wage-hour decision by the 
United States Circuit Court at New 
Orleans were permitted to stand it 
would “largely destroy” the section 
of the legislation providing for a 
40-hour week “which has done so 
much to jncrease employment in 
this period of — produc- 
tion.” 
In reply, the newspaper asserted 
that the method urged by the 
Wage-Hour Administration was de- 
signed to limit overtime work and 
was “square in the face of the 
needs of national defense upon 
which our very existence as a free 
people depends.” 

Agreements With Employes. 
The administration said the 
newspaper, before the Wage-Hour 
Law became effective, made agree- 
ments with each of its employes 
for a basic hourly rate of pay “de- 
termined by dividing the employe’s 
weekly salary by 60.” 

Under this arrangement, it was 
asserted, an employe may work as 
much as 531-3 hours without any 
compensation in addition to his 
weekly salary. The act, it was 
said, specified a 40-hour regular 
work week. 

If the Circuit Court decision 
stands, the petition asserted, “most 
weekly salary arrangements can 
‘be converted by ‘contract’ into ar- 
rangements for minimum or low 
basic hourly rates requiring no ad- 
ditional compensation for work 
weeks in which the statutory maxi- 
mum is exceeded.” 

“It is estimated,” the administra- 
tion said, “that more than 1,500,000 
employes subject to the provisions 
of the act are directly or poten- 
tially affected by the availability 
of these contract devices.”

Bioff had described numerous

“I would say $1,000,000,” replied 
Bioff, adding that he made his 
last delivery in 1937. 

Bioff testified that he turned over 
to Joseph Schenck not only $850,- 
000 which he said he collected from 
the producers “as a favor” to Nich- 
olas Schenck, but also about $236,- 
000 which he (Bioff) received as 
commissions on purchases of raw 
film Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

Bioff, who was West Coast rep-

HOPE FOR PRICE CONTROL ACT 
“DURING THIS SESSION FADING 


‘House Leaders Talking of Adjournment With 
Bill Still Before Committee—Stormy 
. Senate Debate Likely. 


By REX INGRAHAM. . 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 


Three months have passed since 
President Roosevelt called for leg- 


islation to help avert “the disaster 
of unchecked inflation,” but there 
is a strong possibility now ~ that 
Congress will not comply before 
next year. 

With the administration’s be- 
leaguered price control bill still 
only in the committee stage, House 
leaders are talking of quitting soon 
for the rest of this year. And even 
if the legislative machinery is 
speeded up enough to get some 
form of price control legislation 
through the House before Thanks- 
giving, well-informed Senators con- 
cede that it faces many long weeks 
of debate in the Senate. 

The House Banking Committee 
began hearings on the administra- 
tion’s price control bill Aug. 4, but 
it won’t buckle down until tomor- 
row to the task of trying to agree 
on the form in which it will be 
recommended to the House. 

Prices Rising Steadily. 

While the hearings ,went on, 
prices were rising steadily. In the 
last month, the general cost of liv- 
ing index went up 1.8 per cent. 
Although that’s a small amount in 
terms of percentages, it actually is 
an extraordinary rise compared 
with normal times. 

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson and other officials have 
warned already that substantial 
increases in living costs now are 
inevitable, whether Congress 
writes a price control bill or not. 
This is due, authorities said, to 
the fact that wholesale prices have 
risen much higher and more rapid- 
ly than retail prices, with the re- 
sult that retailers who have been 
able to hold down the selling price 
of the stocks they have on hand 
will have to replenish those stocks 
at the higher rate. 

Early in its deliberations, the 
committee disagreed over the type 
of bill needed to do the job, While 
most of them agreed that some 
form of control was needed, mem- 
bers from agricultural states voiced 
objections to any attempt to freeze 
farm prices unless control of wages 
also was included. 

Major Controversy. 

The major issue within the com- 
mittee, however, is whether’ the 
bill should provide for universal 
price contfol—fixing prices, wages, 
profits and rents as of a certain 


date—or for the selective control 


* 


advocated by the administration 


which would not permit any regu- 
lation of wages. 
Some opposition to the adminis- 


tration’s bill was due to antipathy [ 


of several members toward Hen- 
derson personally, several commit-

his critics publicly changed their

At one point in the proceedings, 
Bernard M. Baruch, World War 
head of the War Industries Board, 
put his arm around Henderson’s 
shoulders and told the committee 
“this is the best qualified man in, 
this country for the job” of ad- 
ministering price control. Some 
members still contend, however, 
that a bi-partisan board, rather | 
than one man, should be given the 
job.. 

Baruch told the committee em- 
phatically that, on the basis of his 
1917-18 experience, he.was con- 
vinced that piecemeal price control 
would not do the job, 

On the other hand, Henderson 
and other administration witnesses 
said they regarded the Baruch 
plan as the ideal, but asserted it 
was too late to apply it; that it 
should have been put into effect at 
the beginning of the emergency 
period. Henderson added that it 
would impose an absolutely impos- 
sible administrative burden. 

In that connection, it was ar- 
gued that if prices were frozen 
for all of the thousands of com- 
modities sold in this country, 
their manufacturers and dealers, 
having the right of appeal, would 
descend on Washington in droves 
trying to justify claims for special 
treatment. Under the selective sys- 
tem, the administration would reg- 
ulate the prices of only a few hun- 
dred basic commodities at the out- 
side. 

Henderson contended that would 


be sufficient to prevent a runaway 


price spiral from developing and, } * 


at the same time, would remove 
most of the justification for de- 
mands for increased wages—with- 
out the need for actually fixing 
wages.

Odlum Suggests Giving

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
A defense official proposed today 


establishment of special financing 
for small and medium-sized indus- 
tries and allocation of raw mate- 
rials to tide them over during the 
period in which they are converted 
from civilian to defense production. 

This program was offered to the 
Senate Defense Investigating Com- 
mittee by Floyd B. Odlum, director 
of the division of contract distribu- 
tion of the Office of Production 
Management, who contended that 
it offered the best prospect for 
keeping thousands of small con- 
cerns from closing their doors. 

Odlum proposed that from now 
until June 30, or some other date in 
the future, concerns employing few- 
er than 20 persons be put in a 
separate category with enough 
scarce raw materials allocated to 
keep them going until they could be 
converted to defense production. 

Meanwhile, he said, the Govern- 
ment could concentrate on getting 
the large manufacturers into de- 
fense production, instead of “trying 
to do everything at once and fail- 
ing.” 

He estimated that less than 2 
per cent of the 1942 supply of scarce 
materials would be needed to sup- 
ply the small concerns for the next 
six months.

Crowded Carrier Hits 
Bridge Railing — Fuel 
Tank Blows Up, Throw- 
ing Oil on Machine. 


CLANTON, Ala., Oct. 27 (AP).— 
“At least 15 persons perished last 
‘night when a crowded Montgom- 
ery-Birmingham passenger bus 
crashed into a concrete bridge rail- 
ing and its gasoline tank exploded 
throwing flaming oil over the ma- 
chine. Seven other persons are in 
a hospital here, two with serious 
burns. 

W. P. Alton of Birmingham, 
the bus driver, is quoted as say- 

ing before he died of burns that 
the bus caught fire just before it 
struck the bridge railing. 

Lou Finney, Boston Red Sox out- 
fielder, identified one of the dead 
as his first cousin, Mary Eleanor 
Finney, 24 years old, physical edu- |. 
cation teacher at Montevallo, Ala. 
She was on her way to the school 
from her home at Buffalo, Ala. 

Three other dead have been ten- 
tatively identified as William D. 
Davis, Troy; Alonzo Renfroe, 
Banks, and Alton B. Yates, Union 
Springs. All were youths ‘rom 
South Alabama en route to a 
Civilian Conservation Corps camp 
here. 

The tragedy occurred four miles 
south of here. Flames from the 
* bus were visible for three miles or 
more. 

Driver Drags People Out. 

Hardie Jones, carpenter who 
lives 100 yards from the scene, ran 
out to see Aultman, the driver, 
tumble from the bus, dragging a 
man by the arm. 

“The driver whent back into the 
bus,” Jones said, “and came out 
with some more people. His cloth- 
ing was on fire, and he ran to the 
roadside. We cut his clothes off 
and sent him to a hospital.” 

“He died a hero’s death if a man 
ever did,” Mac Stephens, first man 
to reach the scene, said today. 

“The bus driver came out the 
front and could have gotten away

gineers, who had threatened a 
strike last month, recommended a 
wage schedule which was accepted 
by both the company and the AFL 
union. 

The Tri-State union, Gushee con- 
tinued, has refused to accept the 
same settlement, on the ground 
that it was not represented in the 
hearings, although it made no ef- 
fort to intervene in the hearings 
for the AFL engineers in Washing- 
ton. 

“You insisted that a private ar- 
bitration tribunal be set up by 
agreement between us to settle 
your claims,” Gushee wrote, “We 
at once explained that the only 
tribunals to which all factions of 
our employes had access are the 
Conciliation Service and the Na- 
tional Defense Mediation Board; 
that the Conciliation Service al- 
ready had taken jurisdiction and 
that for us to set up with you a 
private arbitration board, to which 
other employes could not resort, 
would in itself be discriminatory. 

“However, at your suggestion we 
accompanied you to call on Gov. 
Donnell so that you could urge 
him to recommend private arbi- 
tration. As a result of that con- 
ference, and at the suggestion of 
the Governor, you agreed to ap- 
pear before a new conciliation 
panel. 

No Satisfactory Solution. 

“No satisfactory solution was ar- 
rived at and we again conferred 
with you and the Governor. The 
Governor agreed to suggest to "the 
Secretary of Labor that this con- 
troversy be certified to the Na- 
tional Defense Mediation Board 
for prompt hearing and determina- 
tion. The company has made clear 
its willingness to appear at such 
a hearing and to do what it can to 
expedite such a determination. 

“We think that the leadership 
of your union is seriously mistaken 
in the position it has taken. The 
conduct of your representatives, 
despite this unfortunate disagree- 
ment, has been such as to show 
them to be men of character and 
we hope that when they have fully 


considered the position of the com- 
pany—the terrible harm that must 
come to the company, union and 
public if there is a strike—they 
will be reconciled, as is the com- 
pany, to proceed before the tri- 
bunal duly constituted by the 
President of the United States for 
the consideration of such prob- 
lems as the one confronting us.” 

Gushee’s letter made the first 
public disclosure that Gov. Don- 
nell had participated in the nego- 
tiations. 

Earlier in the day, officers of 
the union, meeting in Roessel’s of- 
fice, issued a statement asserting 
that the company’s refusal to sub- 
mit the dispute to a local arbitra- 
tion board was precipitating the 


strike. 
Company’s Reply. 

To this, William McClellan, com- 
pany president, replied that the 
firm favored the Concillation Sery- 
ice schedule for all employes be- 
cause “we can’t make fish of one 
group and fowl of another.”

Union demands for a 10-cent in- 
crease over the present pay rate 
of 40 cents an hour were cut to 5 
cents, McKinney said, but the com- 
pany offered to grant only 4 cents 
more. Seniority provisions which 
the union sought to incorporate in 
a new contract.to replace one 
which expired yesterday were de- 
nied, he added. 

Bardenheier said the company re- 
fused to grant these provisions be- 
cause of the union’s failure to make 
certain guarantees to the com- 
pany. “There was no great differ- 
ence of opinion and I thought we 
were still able to get together,” he 
added. “The strike comes as a 
surprise.”

Mississippi Valley Association Opens 23rd 


— Gen. Reybold 


Cites Gain in River Traffic. 


The importance of inland water- 
way transportation in the national 
defense program was emphasized 
today by speakers at the opening 
session of the twenty-third annual 
two-day meeting of the Mississippi 
Valley Association at Hote] Statler. 
This marks the seventeenth 
straight year the group, compris- 
ing representatives of shipping, in- 
dustrial and agricultural interests 
in 23 states, has convened here. 

At the forenoon’ session today, 
opened by an address of welcome 
by Director of Public Welfare 
Henry 8S. Caulfield, members of the 
association were urged by Maj. 
Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief of the 
United States Army Engineers, to 
co-operate to the end that priority 
is given to the authorization and 
construction of navigation and 
flood control projects necessary to 
the defense effort. 

Discussing the role played by 
inland waterways in the present 
military preparedness program, 
Gen. Reybold said reports indicate 
the country’s waterways have 
been carrying from 50 to 300 per 
cent more tonnage so far this year 
than during the similar period last 
year. The 7000 miles of navigable 
channels in the Mississippi Valley, 
which extend to important sources 
of raw materials, centers of pro- 
duction and shipping on the Great 
Lakes and the Atlantic Ocean, un- 
doubtedly will continue to show a. 
sharp increase in river traffic, he 
added. 

Relieves Railways. 

“The waterway is unexcelled in 
meeting heavy transportation,” 
Gen. Reybold said. “It is prepared 
to relieve the over burdened rail- 
ways and highways of bulk freight, 
in order that those modes of travel 
may be used for the transportation 
of supplies requiring rapid deliv- 
ery. The waterway is an integral 
part of our transport system and 
however great may be the magni- 
tude of our combat forces, of ships, 
airplanes, mechanized troops and 


artillery, their creation, mainte- 
nance and efficient use is almost 
wholly dependent upon transpor- 
tation.” 

After an address by Mayor John 
B. Gage of Kansas City, Lachlan 
Macleay of St. Louis, president of 
the valley association, warned the 
assembly that business leaders

should start making plans now for

“Today we are engaged in an all- 
out effort to defend the American 
way of life and to aid the Allies in 
destroying the totalitarian threat,” 
Macleay said. “But this effort will 
have been in vain if the price of 
our sacrifices is another depres- 
sion, with its vicious circle of un- 
employment, reduced incomes, suf- 
fering and fear. 

“When peace returns we will 
have on our hands the old pre- 
war economic problems and a 
whole new crop, including a vastly 
increased national debt. Plans 
must be ready for use when the 
world is ready to turn from a war 
to @ peace economy.” 

Midwest Problem. 

Macleay said this was particu- 
larly true for the vast Mississippi 
Valley region, scene of many new 
and expanding defense industries. 
He cited figures showing that Gov- 
ernment contracts and expenditures 
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in the Mid-Continent area, all 
served by inland waterways, have 
totaled more than $7,000,000,000 to 
date. In addition, he said, defense 
expansion by last May in 17 Mid- 
western states exceeded $1,300,000,- 
000 in plant and equipment. 

Macleay said business leaders 
must begin now to find peace-time 
uses for the plants now making 
war materials. New consumer 
markets for their products, both 
at home and abroad, must be thor- 
oughly explored, and in line with 
this effort, he said, particular em- 
phasis must be placed on the ex- 
pansion of the American flag 
steamship services, “which can 
carry our products from the Gulf 
ports to the markets of the world.” 

Turning to the plight of small 
business in the defense “crush,” 
Macleay said 160,000 small busi- 
nesses are threatened with closing 
because of defense priorities. He 
pledged the full aid of his organi- 
zation, however, in helping them 
solve their problems.

RESERVE BOARD 
REVISES RULES 
ON CREDIT BUYING 


Maximum Amount of In- 
stallment Loans Increased 
From $1000 to $1500 by 
New Regulation. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP). — 
The Federal Reserve Board today 
revised its installment credit regu- 
lations, effective Dec. 1, in order, 
it said, to close some loopholes and 
ease some restrictions. 

The major changes: 

1. Increase the maximum amount 
of installment loans covered by 
the regulations from $1000 to $1500. 
2. Direct that installment lend- 
ers require borrowers (beginning 
Jan. 2) to sign a statement as to 
the purpose of the loan. 

8. Exempt from regulation busi- 
ness loans and loans: for the pur- 
chase or construction of an entire 
building. 

4, Allow farmers greater leeway 
in payment of installment loans, 
5. Eliminate any requirement for 
a down payment if it would be no 
more than $2, 

6. Permit an optional arrange- 
ment in the case of “add ons’— 
that is, additional credit added to 
any, original credit—under which 
the new credit may be treated sep- 
arately or the combined credit may 
be paid up in 15 months. 

The requirement of a statement 
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dealers in listed articles were re- 
quired to obtain down payments, 
cash lenders were free to lend the 
full price unless the article was 
given as security for the loan.” 
The change with respect to bor- 
rowing by farmers was intended 
to accord with the “seasonal nature.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP). — 
Defense officials told the automo- 


bile industry yesterday that the use 
of scarce metals—such as chrome, 
nickel and aluminum—for passen- 
ger car ornaments must be dis- 
continued after Dec. 15. 

Effective immediately, under an 
order by Donald M. Nelson, OPM 
priorities director, production of 
such ornaments was prohibited ex- 
cept in amounts required to com- 
plete cars which will come off the 
assembly lines prior to Dec: 15. 
The order specifically bars use 
of bright work, bright finish, metal 
finish or body trim containing 
aluminum, copper, nickel or 
chrome, but provides that special 
exemptions may be granted for 
plating bumpers and bumper guard 
assemblies. 

However, the 1942 models have 
made increasing use of stainless 
steel for “brightwork” and this 
metal does not come under the 
restriction.

Security. as Starting Point. 

“This, then, can be taken as the 
starting point, that future policy 
is to be directed to insuring for 
the individual not only an im- 
provement in conditions of labor 
but economic security without 
which, it now is recognized, there 
can be no fully effective imple- 
mentation of social justice,” the 
report declares. 

“Economic security, however, is 
not to be interpreted narrowly and 
all the pronouncements quoted 
above if read in their full context 
make it clear that economic se- 
curity is not regarded as an end 
in itself but as the condition which 
enables men to build on the secure 
basis of an assured standard of 
material wellbeing a fuller, richer 
and above all a freer life. 

“Economic security could con- 
ceivably exist with a high degree 
of material prosperity in the slave 
state, but at the price of slavery. 
What the governments of the 
members of the Organization are 
determined to seek is economic se- 
curity for all citizens, achieved in 
a manner which respects individual 
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dignity and liberty, of which it is, 
as we now perceive, an essential 
element. 

“Machines which have made pos- 
sible mass production have also 
made possible mass unemployment, 
something against which, when it 
occurs, the individual worker, 
whatever his energy, initiative and 
good will, is powerless. When mil- 
lions of men feel this sense of de- 
spair and impotence, their effective 
participation as citizens in the life 
of the community to which they 
belong is distorted if not destroyed. 

“A Place of Dignity in Life.” 

“The principle of political equal- 
ity which lies at the basis of the 
democratic system loses its value 
and efficacy if it is not translat- 
ed economically into the life of 
the individual citizen. A healthy 
democracy therefore implies an 
adequate ecdnomic standing for 
its members, and since the condi- 
tions no longer exist in which it 


could be hoped that this would be 
provided by the interplay of blind 
economic forces, self-preservation 
dictates that national] and interna- 
tional policy must be directed de- 
liberately to that end. 

“Economic security for the indi- 
vidual in this sense implies more 
than the old slogans of the ‘right 
to work’ or ‘work relief.’ It im- 
plies more even than the ‘preven- 
tion of unemployment’ by such 
economic measures and policies as 
may produce that result and there- 
fore eliminate economic insecurity 
from the life of the average work- 


er. 

“Tt aims in addition at enabling 
him to secure, for himself and his 
family, all that is necessary to ena- 
ble him in youth, through - his 
working years and in old age, to 
enjoy a place of dignity in the life 
of the community and make to 
it whatever contribution gifts 
and capabilities may render pos- 
sible.”

AT P.M. TODAY 


Expected to Take Up Pres- 
-ent Effect of War on 
U. S. and Discuss De- 
fense Strikes. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
The Navy and the nation observed 
Navy day today. 

For warships in continental 
ports the holiday orders directed 
ships to don full dress—breaking 
out their strings of signal flags in 
gala array. 

But it was battle dress—as usual 
—for the fleet units at sea, espe- 
cially those in the North Atlantic 
guarding munitions bound for Eng- 
land and Russia. 

President Roosevelt will close 
the celebration tonight by deliver- 
ing his first address on world 
affairs in six weeks. 

The President will speak at the 
Navy League dinner. The address 
will be carried on all radio net- 
works and by short wave to all 
parts of the ‘world. 

Importance of Speech. 

He made no engagements except 
the usual Monday conference with 
legislative leaders today so he 
could finish hig speech, expected 
to be of paramount significance in 
the field of international affairs 
and national defense. He is ex- 
pected to stress not only how the 


America but also related domestic 
problems such as defense strikes. 
It was believed he would mention 
specifically the strike in coal mines 
owned by steel companies. 

The speech may also discuss the 
progress of the navy in keeping 
Atlantic sea lanes clear of hostile 
craft. It will be delivered shortly 
after 10 p. m. (9 o’clock St. Louis 
time). 

In a preliminary Navy day state- 
ment—sent as a letter to Secretary 
of the Navy Knox — Roosevelt 
praised the nation’s sea force for 
its readiness to assume the role of 
front line defender, and at the 
same time he called on “all Ameri- 
cans to pledge to their navy a sup- 
port involving willing sacrifice 
of personal, sectional and group 
interests in order that we may re- 
main united and unconquerable.” 

Text of President's Letter. 

The text of Roosevelt’s letter to 
Secretary Knox follows: 

“My Dear Mr, Secretary: 

“For the past 19 years our coun- 
try has on Oct. 27 honored the 
navy on the birthday of one of its 
greatest champions — .Theodore

“You know and I know that such 
modification implies no change in 
spirit from past anniversaries.

“Our fleets far out in the At- 
lantic and Pacific, yes, the naval 
forces that support them in our 
far-flung bases, the magnificent air 
arm of the service, and night and 
day shifts working in the navy 
yards to keep our two-ocean build- 
ing program ahead of schedule— 
all these various agencies are now 
highly integrated. 

“And so, on this Navy day of 
1941, merged with a day conse- 
crated to total defense, I ask all

In an address at a Navy day ob- 
servance on Boston Common, the 
chairman of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee said: | 

“Proud as we are of our superb 
navy, I should issue a warning to 
my fellow countrymen, It ig that 
our navy and air force of today has 
not been designed, is not trained 
and is not nearly ready to wage 
war effectively on foreign lands; 
and it is not within our power or 
means to create naval establish- 
ments of sufficient strength to po- 
lice the entire world. We can un- 
questionably maintain a navy that 
will keep us safe from invasions 
and assure peace and prosperity for 
our people.” 

Outlining the present naval pro- 
gram, Walsh said that on March 
15, 1988, there were but 332 combat 
vessels in the navy, and that only 
102 of them were under the obso- 
lete age. When vessels now being 
built are completed, by 1945, Walsh 
said, the navy will have 1945 ves- 
sels, as follows: 

Thirty-two battleships compared 
with 15 in 1938, 18 aircraft carriers 
compared with three, 91 cruisers 
compared with 27, 364 destroyers 
compared with 35 new destroyers

As a composer, his greatest suc- 
cess was “Marquita.” As a movie 
director, he introduced four of 
the greatest film stars — Charles 
Ray, Rudolph Valentino, Ramon 
Novarro and Janet Gaynor. 

Schertzinger was in the midst of 
directing a film starring Dorothy 
Lamour and William Holden, and 
recently completed a Bing Crosby 
picture. 

In the day of the silent films, 
Schertzinger once told Producers 
Mack Sennett, Thomas H. Ince and 
D. W. Griffith, “the trouble with 
the movies is that nobody’s put 
music into them.” 

Shortly thereafter he wrote the 
orchestration for Billie Burke’s 
“Peggy.” So successful was the in- 
novation of musical scores to ac- 
company silent films that he be- 
came musical director of the old 
Triangle Co. 

Schertzinger, son of a diamond / 
merchant, was born at Mahanoy 
City, Pa. His mother, Pauline 
von Weber, had been a court 
violinist to Queen Victoria.

A Plea for the Russian People. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HILE we are forced to believe that 

totalitarian rulers tend to oppose 
anything which divides allegiance or 
which gives a sense of right and wrong 
as against a sense of expediency, it is 
not at all necessary that we believe that 
the rahk and file of Russians are anti- 
religious, Constitution or no Constitu- 
tion, quoted article or no quoted article. 

The Russian people, as such, are like 
any other people, especially if we are 
realistic enough to make allowances for 
the peonage and servility of their various 
stations for hundreds of years, as well 
as for their illiteracy and their lack of 
the four freedoms en toto for dozens of 
generations. 

The Russian peasants associated rell- 
gion with their oppressors. The Balalaika 
and the Tovarich Russians of the films 
are far more gentlemanly than were the 
White Russians who ground the serfs 
into dust for years on end. For genera- 
tions, these poor Russians gazed daily 
upon beautiful and rich churches, 
churches whose pillars were those same 
beautifully uniformed, rich-living, 
haughty Czarists whose friends and chil- 
dren now in Paris and London and New 
York bewail their losses and the dire con- 
ditions of the Russians, the peasants, 
whom they so detested when they were 
“back home.” 

Those poor folk daily associated 
tyranny, crushing burdens, starvation, 
uneven distribution of the necessities and 
comforts of life, with religion and those 
who professed to be religious. What 
wonder they rebelled! ‘Those Russian 
peasants will swing back to religion in 
due time. 

We must admit that the Russians 
have developed a very strong national 
spirit without which they would not be 
worth a plugged nickel to the British. 
They are now literate enough to be real 
factors in world affairs, including war. 

We cannot indorse Communism for 
America. We have no earthly use for it. 
But, for Russia, it has been somewhat 
better than nothing—ask Hitler if you 
do not think so! Ask the realistic 
British if you do not think so! Contrast 
weak, worthless Russia of even 25 years 
ago with the U. 8. S. R. of today if you do 
not think so! 

It is none of our business what form 
of government they have. We have spent 
years telling them it is none of their 
business about the form of government 
we have. Perhaps we might be tolerant 
enough to be consistent. 

Let us accept the Russians at face 
value, realistically, for purposes of the 
war; and after the war, let us help them 
to develop a system of religion which 
meets their needs.

* JOHN L. LEWIS’ DEFIANCE. 


In a letter to Secretary Knox in recognition of, 


Navy day, President Roosevelt last night called on

Im defiance of even common courtesy, John., L. 
Lewis still refuses to heed two presidential appeals 
for staying the strike of 53,000 miners whose coal 
output ig vital to the operation of steel mills engaged 
in all-important defense. production. : 

As between the attitudes of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and the presidentof the United.Mine Workers 
of America, there is, of course, no choice. The Presi- 
dent of the United States speaks for the country in 
a time of national danger. Mr. Lewis acts as the 
selfish, myopic official leader of one segment, and a 
relatively small segment numerically, of the popula- 
tion. 

We say he acts as the official “leader” of these 80- 
called “captive” coal miners. We do not believe 
for a moment that he represents the rank and file 
of the 53,000 in this defiance of the President, this 
unconcern for public opinion, this disregard of the 
crisis in which the country finds itself. 

Rank and file workers in these coal mines are 
Americans before they are coal miners. ‘They know, 
if Mr. Lewis does not, that all groups and individu- 
als must make great personal sacrifices in order to 
lift the defense program to the peak which Hitler’s 
head start requires of us if the British, with our 
help, are to overtake him. 

If John L. Lewis insists on throwing a block in 
the way of urgent steel production, not because of 
wages or working conditions, which are satisfactory, 
but for a union-shop clause in the contract for these 
miners, he not only invites a crackdown in Washing- 
ton. He also invites, and makes almost inevitable, 
a repudiation by his own following in the country’s 
coal mines. 

Labor repudiated Mr. Lewis when, almost alto- 
gether for personal reasons, he turned against Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the last election and appealed for 
the election of Wendell L. Willkie. If Mr. Lewis 
does not think that organized labor can also repudi- 
ate him on the issue of unwise leadership as to union 
policy, he has forgotten the history of the movement 
in which he has been a powerful figure. 

There is one consideration which by itself should 
bring thes belligerent, self-centered head of the 
UMWA to his senses. His present course is calcu- 
lated to cost the labor movement much—no one 
knows how much—of its advancement. This course 
plays into the hands of all the enemies of labor. It 
gives them a new opportunity to grab up the old 
club with which they have been beating labor all 
these years. Mr. Lewis has lost all vision if he 


leading. 

Meantime, there is contrasting good news from 
the machinists in the St. Louis area. A strike of 
7000 key workers on defense projects, which was to 
have started this morning, has been indefinitely post- 
poned to enable union officers and OPM and Federal 
Conciliation Service representatives to work out a 
solution. As in the coal strike, there is no question 
here of “grinding the faces of the poor.” This is 
purely a jurisdictional row. 

There can be only one procedure in labor disputes 
from now on until the end of the national crisis. 
That is the procedure which President Roosevelt set 
before the AFL at Seattle: labor and management 
must continue to produce for defense while they 
work out their differences around the conference 
table. 
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A HINT FROM THE FRISCO. 

An order for five more Diesel switching locomo- 
tives has been announced by the Frisco Railway. 
These engines are to be used to handle the increas- 
ing volume of freight brought on by the defense 
program. 

Because this type of locomotive keeps operating 
costs down, the announcement represents good busi- 
ness practice on the part of the road. But to St. 
Louisans it is also an assurance that increased activ- 
ity in the Frisco yards will not mean a new smoke 
problem. 

For the other roads and for all booming industries, 
it is a fine example, a hint that their prosperity need 
not be paid for by the discomfort of the community.

WARNING FROM MR. MORGENTHAU. 

If any American suffers a shock next March and 
discovers he hasn’t enough cash on hand to pay the 
first installment of his Federal income tax, it won't 
be Secretary Morgenthau’s fault. The new rates 
are going to mean payments of two and three times 
the amounts of former years, and Mr. Morgenthau 
is sure the public generally does not realize what is 
in store. So he is launching a full-fledged Treasury 
campaign, by means of pamphlets and other devices, 
to let the taxpayers know what their 1942 taxes will 
be, so they may ‘begin laying up dollars for the pay- 
ments due next March 15. 

Mr. Morgenthau’s reminder is something for every 
taxpayer, both the veterans and the millions of new 
ones, to paste in his hat. His suggestion for the pur- 
chase of tax-prepayment Treasury notes is a sound 
one, for making the process less burdensome. Defense 
and lease-lend are costing billions, of which a large 
part must be paid out of taxes. It is easy to forget 
that every individual with an income of more than 
$800 a year will have to help in this emergency. Mr. 
Morgenthau’s reminder is timely, and so is his ad- 
vice for adyance savings to help meet the tax bills 
that fall due next year. 
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STILL AN “EXPRESS” HIGHWAY. 

Traffic on the Express Highway is not to be im- 
peded by a lower speed limit, Mayor Becker has 
indicated. Thanks to his request that the Aldermanic 
Traffic Committee give it no further consideration, 
his bill to reduce the rate from 45 to 40 miles per 
hour may be considered dead. 

To increase the safety of the Express Highway, it 
is not necessary to impair its value as a high-speed 
traffic artery. Strict enforcement of the present 
speed limit and stiff penalties for reckless driving 
are the best methods of eliminating accidents on the 
highway.

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AN ORACLE SPEAKS.

OUR FIRST HEAVY TANK. 

Sixty tons of good news for the arsenal of democ- 
racy was in the announcement Saturday that the 
army’s first heavy tank was on its way to the prov- 
ing grounds at Aberdeen, Md., for tests. The Behe- 
moth, completed at the Baldwin Locomotive Co. plant 
at Eddystone, Pa., several weeks ago, is too heavy 
for highway bridges and must be moved on a special 
railway flat car. 

The news was as welcome as it was unexpected. 
Hardly more than a month ago, Aug. 19, Senator 
Byrd of Virginia, in a general criticism of the prog- 
ress of our defense effort, charged: “No heavy 50-ton 
tanks are in prospect or have been ordered. This is 
the type Hitler has used so effectively. As no orders 
have been placed, it is not likely that the year 1942 
will see deliveries of any of the heavy tanks.” And 
although the ,President, in his answer to Byrd’s 
charges, categorically refuted production figures 
quoted for other weapons, he did not specifically deny 
this statement. 

Even though mass production of these 60-ton 
giants, produced only by Baldwin, is a long way off, 
it is a reassuring plan for the nation to know that 
we are not as laggard in the production of this im- 
portant item of modern war as the Virginia Senator 
charged. 
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PULLING NO PUNCHES. 

War, as Gen. Sherman observed, is no basket 
picnic. The adage, it is clear, will apply with especial 
aptness should Adolf’s crew set out in their flat- 
bottomed barges for Dover Beach or Land’s End or 
the furzy Scottish moors. 

When playing for keeps, England, a recent news 
item shows, means to pull no punches. Troops en- 
gaged the other day in maneuvers in the Midlands 
were told to resort to every weapon in their quiver. 
To harass the enemy, even acts of sabotage were ad- 
vised. Accordingly, one soldier pillaged the “enemy” 
General’s razor and notched its cutting edge. The 
officer, as a result, inflicted cuts on his jowls and 
became so enraged as to be unfit for command the 
rest of the day. 

With the bars let down, we are afraid the Nazis 
themselves, who are reputedly expert at the art of 
the rabbit punch or the knee in the groin, may coun- 
ter in their own unpleasant way. They might, for 
instance, feel free under the circumstances to bash 
in the enemy’s teapots, or even put knots in the old 
school ties. It is shocking to think of the spirit of 
frightfulness let loose in this way. 
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BIG JOB FOR 200 PERCENTERS. 

There is a movement on foot to change the name 
of Lindbergh boulevard to Denny road, as a protest 
against Lindbergh’s political views, There are a 
good many St. Louisans who have stubbornly per- 
sisted in calling it Denny road all along, because 
they grew up using that old name and thought it a 
mistake to change. But let that pass. 

If we are going to revise the names of streets and 
other things to fit in with current political thought, 
why stop at Lindbergh boulevard? Don’t the zealous 
ones who are worried about that know there are 
many subversive names in this community? A 
whole section of this city, for example, is named 
Baden, after a German province. Then there are 
streets named Bremen, Goethe, Eichelberger and 
Rauschenbach. Raus mit ’em! 


And—horrid thought!—we have streets suggestive | 


of the tail end of the Axis, with names like Marconi 
and Pestalozzi. Don’t forget also that the town is 
full of names suggestive of Vichy—St. Ange, Labadie, 
Cabanne, Chouteau, Laclede, Beaumont and many 
another. Why, the city itself is named for a French 
ruler, precursor of old Marshal Petain. 

Yes, the 200 percenters who are gunning for Lind- 
bergh boulevard have a big job cut out for them.

The Mirror

says; vessels are stripped for instant action, guns are always 
manned and watch is intensified; describes far-flung organization 
of naval ships, men, planes and bases, with center at Washington.

HE United States navy is at war. From 
T ite Northern latitudes of the Western 

Ocean, where the pack ice presses 
around the Greenland fjords, to the dol- 
drums, where the burning sun makes the 
pitch bubble in the teak deck seams; from 
the China coast to the Golden Gate, the 
navy has assumed new obligations. 

The President’s orders to the fleet to 
“shoot on sight” transformed a vast organ- 
ization of 600,000 men—sailors, marines and 
civilian employes—more than a thousand 
ships and some 700 separate shore estab- 
lishments from a state just short of bel- 
ligerency to a state of actual war. 

The navy long has been practically on a 
war footing. Today it has orders to shoot; 
today its great strength—probably the 
world’s greatest in aggregate tonnage, the 
mightiest in fleet fighting power—has been 
thrown into the balance of the war at sea 
upon the side of Britain. Today the navy, 
first line of defense, holds the seas, which. 
are our ramparts and our strength. 

Aboard their ships, all stripped for war, 
the men of the navy—bluejackets, “leather- 
necks” and their officers—long have been 
keeping the vigil never ending; now their 
watch is intensified, their trigger fingers 
itch, for the order has been given to shoot. 
The United States, as the President said, 
has sought no shooting war with Hitler and 
does not seek it now, but to these men of 
our fleet there can now be no doubt of 
their duties; they, at least, are at war. 

* * * 


At night the ships slip darkened through 
the waters, their phosphorescent wake the 
only revelation of their passing. Day and 
night at sea, the guns are always manned. 
“Condition 3”—readiness for battle—is a 
part of life. Day after day, one-fourth to 
one-third of the crew is always on watch— 
in the engine room, at listening devices, at 
the guns, on bridge or at masthead sweep- 
ing the horizon and the clouds with pow- 
erful binoculars—always on watch, the 
monotony broken only by the clangor of 
the alarm bell sounding “general quarters” 
or “battle stations.” From now on, the 
men will never know whether. the bell is 
ringing to battle or to drill. : 

Alarms are today part of the navy’s life. 
The acoustic listening gear picks up sounds 
that may be a submarine. “A destroyer tries 
to locate the source of the sounds: the 
crews of the ships may go to “general 
quarters.” Or a lookout thinks he sees the 
top hamper of a veasel beyond the curve of 
the horizon, or the glint of the sun on a 
plane’s wings, far away. Again the clangor 
of the ‘bell, the shrill of the bos’n’s pipe, 
“A-all hands to general quarters!” 

The real thing—not a drill; the navy has 

orders to shoot! 
_ The navy today, that navy that has as- 
sumed the burden of the country’s limited 
belligerency, is a vast complex of men and 
ships and planes and bases. Its nexus is 
the Navy Department in Washington—the 
long, sprawling white building erected in 
the first World War and now becoming too 
smal] for the navy’s responsibilities in the 
second. The communications office in the 
Navy Department is the link by which com- 
mand is exercised—from “C-in-C,” the Pres- 
ident at the White House, to the hard-driv- 
ing Secretary, Mr. Knox, through Admiral 
Harold R, Stark, the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. The chattering voice of the radio 
carries orders to the ends of the earth. 

Orders to the naval districts into which, 


for administrative purposes, the United 
States and its outlying possessions are di- 
vided; orders to naval air training centers 
at Corpus Christi, Tex., or Pensacola, Fia., 
where thousands of young men are learn- 
ing a new version of sea power; orders to 
Iceland, where the United States marines 
are on hand; orders to Cavite, where an 
outpost of American power strives to build 
a bulwark against an aggressive Japan. 

Orders from the Navy Department’s many 
bureaus, concerned with shipbuilding, avia- 
tion, ordnance, -etc.; orders to Pittsburgh's 
steel mills mentioning armor specifications, 
orders that cause Midvale forges to flare 
far into the night, orders that put 10,000 
men to work, orders that build new cities 
along the seaboards, orders that choke the 
shipyards and the plane factories. 

Orders for ships—bluff-bowed little mine- 
sweepers, snub-nosed dive bombers, great 
patrol planes, wooden motor torpedo boats, 
slim steel destroyers, cruisers with great 
squat sterns, battleships, armored and 
mighty tankers, hospital ships, net-laying 
vessels—ships, ships, ships. 

a * * 


SMps and the fleet epitomize the navy; 
they are the core of sea power, but to keep 
them cruising, to keep them fighting on the 
broad seas, the great complex of the shore 
organizations is necessary. But it is the 
fleet for which these shore organizations 
exist, and even the men who man the ships 
of the fleet personalize their vessels, regard 
themselves as their servants. 

The United States fleet is really com- 
posed of three fleets—the Atlantic fleet, the 
Pacific fleet and the Asiatic fleet—with 
other detachments and special task forces 
serving under separate commands. Each 
fleet is commanded by a separate Admiral. 

Each of these fleets has a highly im- 
portant mission, but because the Atlantic 
probably is the decisive theater in the sea 
war, and because the President's orders to 
shoot were expected to be first obeyed in 
the Atlantic, where the bulk of German and 
Italian naval strength has operated, the 
Atlantic fleet holds for the moment the 
spotlight of American attention. 

Battleships, to guard against German sur- 
face raiders and to “neutralize” the power- 
ful Tirpitz, sister ship of the German Bis- 
marck; cruisers to patrol and convoy and 
scout; long-range patrol planes flying from 
Puerto Rico, Bermuda, Newfoundland, Lab- 
rador, Iceland and Greenland; destroyers 
for convoy escorts and patrol; submarines 
for reconnaissance and counter-submarine 
work and coastal patrol; the off-shore pa- 
trol vessels (some of them Coast Guard 
ships now under operational command of 
the navy); the smaller in-shore patrol ves- 
sels, and even the blimps which scout for 
submarines, and the mine-sweepers which 
daily sweep outward from our ports—all 
these types and many more now cruise the 
tumbled wastes of the Western Ocean. 

And they cruise with guns trained out- 
board, magazines full, depth-charge racks 
loaded, torpedo warheads in place—ready, 
as the Commander-in-Chief ordered, to 
shoot, for the navy is at war.

might conceivably be placed under 
heading B since it promotes Bra- 
zilian industry by assuring a con- 
stant market for those goods. 


Industrial Aid. 


Under heading B, “Industrial 
Promotion in Brazil,” there are six 
items. These total $69,500,000 and 
eventually will return to the 
United States Treasury. The loans, 
made through the Export-Import 
Bank, aim always to help Brazil 
get back on its feet so it can 
start paying on $357,000,000 worth 
of defaulted bonds held by Ameri- 
can investors. 

The six items are: 

1—Improvement of the Bahia 

Railroad into Northern Minas 
Geraes for bringing manganese 
and chrothe ore to the sea, 
$15,000,000. 

2—For airplane motor produc- 
tion in Rio, $1,500,000. 

3—Beginning of a steel indus- 
try, $20,000,000. 

4—Revolving credits fund, 
$25,000,000. 

5—Making plastics out of sur- 
plus coffee production, $5,000,000. 

6—Making newsprint from 

Brazilian woods to supply theo- 
retically 70 per cent of Brazil’s 
newsprint needs, $3,000,000. 

Total, $69,500,000. 

The first item could also be in- 
cluded under “continental defense.” 
Since, however, the improvement 
of the railroad is unlikely to be 
effective for a year or two (accord- 
ing to my informants in Rio), it 
belongs more properly here. It is 
a long-range project whereby the 
United States will be able not only 
during the war emergency but 
after the “war, aiso, to buy its 
manganese from Brazil instead of 
depending on India or Russia. 


Classification C, “Appeasement 
and Economic Assistance,” begins 
with an item of $100,000,000, but 
there’s no telling how many more 
belong on this list, The minimum 
prices set by Brazil and admitted 
by the United States of nearly 10 
cents per pound of Santos type 4 
raw coffee pours into Brazilian 
pockets nearly $100,000,000 a year.

Apparently her water-tight com- 
partments and closed bulkheads 
saved her, notwithstanding that 
the nature of her casualties hints 
that some men were imprisoned 
and smothered or drowned in 
them. 

Some terribly wounded British 
ships are in American shipyards 
being repaired with remarkably 
swift efficiency. Their names ‘and 
locations have generally been 
loyally withheld by the press but 
the facts are obvious to any inter- 
ested local observers, 

That the damage to some of 
them was not deadly seems in- 
credible, but more incredible still 
is the fact that they were some- 
how brought limping here—some- 
times half way around the world. 


Take a Lot of Killing. 


The answer appears to be much 
the same as it was in the case 
of the Kearny. They may not be 
invulnerable to attack by sub- 
marine and aerial torpedoes but 
they certainly take a lot of killing 
before they are really dead. 

From all that can be learned 
that can be permissibly printed, 
the determination, resolution and 
heroism of these navy men has 
rarely been equaled and seldom 
surpassed. That apparently goes 
for all the principal combatants, 
British, American and German. 

The published story of the Bis- 
marck, chivied across the Atlantic 
by overwhelming strength and 
finally floating ner colors, when 
completely ungovernable, circling 
helplessly like a quail shot 
through the head, going down 
with almost all hands and a final 


message of defiance from her 
commander is ag heroic as any in 
naval history. 

But don’t let’s forget Admiral 
Cervera’s hopeless Spanish fleet, 
off Santiago, sinking almost to 
the last ship under our superior 
gunfire, 

Mine is an army training and 
tradition but you’ve got to hand it 
to the sailors. They don’t know 
when they are licked and you 
can’t be sure they are gone until 
they are embalmed and buried, or 
cremated. 


Arming Merchantmen. 


The discouraging development is 
the apparent complete helplessness 
of merchant ships as compared 
with their naval sisters. There are 
so few details of recent sinkings 
available, and the news seems to 
be being so fed out when and as 
it will produce the greatest war- 
like effect that it is dangerous to 
do any guessing. But at this stage 
it appears that the only safety for 
merchantmen is complete and ac- 
tive naval protection. x 

The idea of arming merchant 
vessels is distinctly debatable. It 
could do much more harm than 
good. It looks as though if a sub- 
marine or aerial bomber got with- 
in range the average commercial 
carried is through, whether armed 
or not, 

The authorities with the only 
real information available perhaps 
know best, but it would seem that 
a more complete and prompt dis- 
closure of some of these sinkings 
would do more to condition public 
opinion than the piecemeal and 
apparently timed information that 
is given out. 

For example, there has been a 
report that, in addition to the Bold 
Venture and the Lehigh, a great 
Standard Oil tanker—the Walter 
C. Teagle—has been sunk. 

There may be good reasons for 
this reticence and also for black- 
ing out most of the information 
of what cargoes these ships are 
carrying, why they were where 
they were and how they happened 
to be unprotected. 

Less rather than more frankness 
is to be expected. We are in this 


war to our gullets.

In Defense Program, Says Colonel 


Men in Overalls Will Have to Work Harder, 
Electrical Convention Is Told — 
Lack of Sympathy Charged. 


The War Department had adopt-| 


ed the policy that “the democratic 
way of life is indispensable in 


America’s defense preparations,” 
Lieut. Col. A. Robert Ginsbergh 
told the opening session of the 
golden jubilee convention of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers (AFL) at Hotel 
Jefferson today. 

Col. Ginsbergh, who flew here 
from Washington to represent the 
War Department before the con- 
vention of electrical workers, whose 
work is vital to the defense pro- 
gram, declared: “America has two 
armies—the army in khaki and the 
army in overalls”—and told union 
members that, as members of the 
latter, they would have to work 


harder than ever to speed up arms” 


production as a result of new Ger- 
man advances into Russia. 

War Department information, he 
gaid, is that “three fourths of Rus- 
sia’s productive capacity is now in 
Nazi hands.” Therefore, he said, 
American industry must shoulder 
the task of rushing sufficient 
equipment to the Soviets to per- 
mit Russia to keep its armies 
fight in the field. 

“If the Nazis beat Russia,” he 
said, “they will be facing Alaska 
across a strip of water 24 miles 
wide. We’re sending aid to Russia 
because Russia is fighting our 
war.” 

Charges Lack of Sympathy. 

Meanwhile, the annual report of 
the union’s international executive 
council charged that “most Amer- 
ican military officials have no con- 
ception of or sympathy with the 
problems of workers.” 

The report was signed by Dan 
W. Tracy, Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, who is also chairman of the 
union’s executive council and was 
president of the union until his 
appointment by President , Roose- 
velt to his Government position in 
July, 1940. 

Ed J. Brown of Milwaukee, who 
succeeded Tracy as president, in 
his own report defended an agree- 
ment entered into by the union 
with the Office of Production Man- 
agement, under which the electri- 


cians surrendered their claim to 


double pay for overtime on defense 
projects with an assertion that the 
understanding may have averted 
“assumption of ful] authority over 
labor supply by the army and 
navy.” 

Another gain under the agree- 
ment, he said, was that the AFL 
building trades department had ob- 
tained “preference” on all defense 
construction jobs. This apparent- 
ly referred to the recent decision 
by the OPM and the Federal 
Works Administration to refuse 
award of a large Detroit housing 
project construction contract to 
the P. J. Currier Lumber Co., 
which was low bidder by $431,000, 
but which employs CIO labor. 

Criticism of CIO. 

A current of criticism of the CIO 
—particularly of the immediately 
competitive United Electric, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America 
~—flowed through other reporis 
presented to the convention, which 
was the first national meeting held 
by the AFL electricians in 12 
years, An auditor’s report account- 
ed for receipt and disbursement of 
$15,559,791.29 during the period.

Miss Perkins to 

Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins, William Green, AFL presi- 
dent, and Gordon R. Clapp( gen- 
eral manager of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, are scheduled to 
address the convention tomorrow. 

Brown, in his report, expressed 
pride at the union’s success in be- 
ing “able to man all defense jobs 
within 72 hours from the time we 
received requests from Government 
departments.” However, he urged 
early organization of local commit- 
tees to make the union’s appren- 
ticeship system “nationwide, flex- 
ible and effective in meeting not 
only the present emergency but the 
coming years in an expanding in- 
dustry.” 

Reason for OPM Agreement, 

“I am aware,” he said, referring 
to the OPM agreement relinquish- 
ing double’ overtime pay, “that it 
has not met with the full approval 
of our local unions; and I can say 
that if does not now and never has 
met with my full approval.” How- 
ever, he added, “it may well be that 
if such an agreement had not been 
reached, the whole situation would 
have been thrown into chaos, with 
the resultant effect of greatly de- 
layed defense contracts and pos- 
sibly with the arrival of the as- 
sumption of full authority over la- 
bor supply by the army and navy.” 

Brown also defended the section 
of the OPM agreement barring 
strikes on defense projects. 

“Labor unions have won more 
power in the last 10 years than 
‘at any other time in history of 
our nation,” he said, “The power 
implies the assumption of new re- 
sponsibilities. When groups ask 
for power, receive it, and do not 
assume the responsibility, they are 
merely digging a pit for them- 
selves in which they will fall and 
become extinct. 

“If I read the signs aright, to 
preserve democracy and to pre- 
serve the trade union movement 
in its adjusted capacity to the new 
forces, we must strengthen the 
tradition of good co-operative rela- 
tions with our employers all ong 
the line. We must not forfeit the 
right to strike, but we must use 
the strike weapon with tremendous 
tact and intelligence.” 


HULL STRESSES URGENCY 
OF SENDING BRITAIN ARMS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull, touching 
on strikes in vital defense indus- 
tries, emphasized at his press con- 
ference today the extreme urgency 
of delivering war equipment to 
Britain and its Allies without de- 


lay. 

Asked if he had received any 
communication from England indi- 
cating anxiety there over the 
strike situation in this country, 
Hull said he had not. He pointed 
out, however, that he had most 
earnestly preached the extreme ur- 
gency and importance of getting a 
suitable supply of equipment to 
those who are resisting aggression, 
and getting it to them on time.

Energy Needed for Sleep 


By Forrest Williams 


E already have considered 
W basal metabolism as an aver- 

age mean level by which to 
measure energy expenditure. But 
there’s one step lower in energy 
requirement, That is in sleep. 
While awake, even though perfect- 
ly still, one reacts to light and 
sound which are not generally no- 
ticed in sleep. 


In three specially prepared tests, 
Dr. T. M. Carpenter proved that 
lying in bed (between 1:00 a. m. 
and 7:00 a. m.) requires less energy 
than lying in bed awake during 
daylight hours.’ As much as 11 per 
cent more energy is expended mere- 
ly lying still if awake. 


Tests have shown also that it 
takes longer to sink into complete 
quiet, after falling asleep, if one 
has had an active day than if one 
has rested, This is important in 
the case of children. The youngster 
who plays hard right up to the 
time he goes to bed will use more 
energy while sleeping than the one 
who rests before retiring. 


Following a day of average (mod- 
erate) activity, a person may save 
as much as 10 per cent of his basal 
metabolism energy requirement 
when sleeping. 


From this story on energy re- 


quirements, we learn that it is 
possible to figure easily the caloric 
requirements anyone may need 
from day to day. Eating less 
means loss of weight and energy. 
Eating more means increase in 
weight, for the human body gen- 
erally stores any fuel supply over 
and above the needed daily amount. 
And generally speaking, it’s the 
calories that make fat. 


Lists of caloric contents of foods 
are easily available, and from these 
the amounts eaten daily can be es- 
timated quite accurately. It is not 
only such foods as cake, candy and 
rich desserts which have calories, 
but also all of the ordinary viands. 
Even though calories should be 
counted by the person wishing to 
reduce, this does not mean that 
they should be avoided entirely. 
Life could not go on without them. 

Calories are needed for energy, 
to keep the body going. But vita- 
mins make the foods work better 
in your system,

Hearts were continued, and 
declarer, in with the ace, consid- 
ered his best plan of play. He 
could count four diamond tricks, 
even if the king was offside. 
These, with two hearts and one 
club, totaled seven. Obviously two 
spade tricks would complete the 
quota. Considering that two spades 
were in plain sight, it looked like 
easy: sailing. But declarer had for- 
gotten that vital matter, tempo! 
He led the diamond jack and 
finessed. East won and returned 
his third heart, clearing West's 
suit. After the diamonds were run, 
the spade finesse was tried, but 
his, too, lost, and West gobbled up 
his 10 and eight of hearts for the 
setting trick. 

Declarer had overlooked the vi- 
tal point. He should have seen 
that if West held a five card heart 
suit, and both the diamond and 
spade finesses were “wrong,” it 
would be vital to knock out West's 
entry first. The diamond king, if 
held by West, could not be an 
entry; the spade king could be. 
Thus, South should have ignored 
the so-called natural and persua- 
sive immediate diamond play in 
order to lead a spade away from 
the A-J toward the queen. Only 
after assuring himself of two spade 
tricks should he have gone about 
clearing the diamond suit. Obvi- 
ously, this correct plan would have 
resulted in a fullfilled contract.

ERLIN, March 28, 1940—Ger- 

many cannot stay in the war 

unless she continues to receive 
Swedish iron, most of which is 
shipped from the Norwegian port 
of Narvik on German vessels 
which evade blockade by feeling 
their way down the Norwegian 
coast and keeping within the three- 
mile limit, where they are safe 
from the British navy. Some of 
us have wondered why Churchill 
has never done anything about 
this. Now it begins to look as if 
he may. 

The Wilhelmstrasse says it will 
watch him. X assures me that if 
British destroyers go into Norwe- 
gian territorial waters, Germany 
will act. But how is not clear. 
The German navy is no match for 
the British. 


Berlin, April 8—The British an- 
nounce they have mined Norwe- 
gian territorial waters. The Wil- 
helmstrasse says: “Germany will 
know how to react.” But how? 
There’ are two rumors gfloat to- 
night. One, that the German fleet 
has sailed into the Kattegat, and 
is heading for the Skagerrak. Two, 
that a German expeditionary force 
is forming at the Baltic ports and 
that dozens of passenger’ ships 
have been hurriedly collected to 
transport it to Scandinavia. 

Berlin, April 9.—Hitler this spring 
day has occupied a couple more 
countries. At dawn Nazi forces 
invaded the two neutral states of 
Denmark and Norway. After 12 
swift hours it seems all but over. 

Denmark has been completely 
overrun, and all important military 
points in Norway, including the 
capital, are now in Nazi hands. 
The news is stupefying. All the 
great Norwegian ports captured. 
How the'Nazis got there—under 
the teeth of the British navy—is 
a complete mystery. 

(Later)—Apparently something 
has gone wrong with the Norwe- 
gian part of the affair. The Nor- 
wegians were not supposed to 
fight, but apparently did—at least 
at one or two places. 

Berlin, April 10.—It is plain from 
what I have heard today that Hit- 
ler and the High Command ex- 
pected Norway to give up without 
a scrap. Now that it hasn’t, the 
complete confidence of yesterday is 
evaporating. As a matter of fact, 
I get an impression in army and 
navy circles that if the British go 
in with their navy and back it up 
with strong landing-forces, Ger- 
many will have a much bigger 
fight on her hands than she bar- 
gained for, 
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Berlin, April 11. — The German 
High Command flatly denies Lon- 
don reports that there has been a 
great naval battle in the Skager- 
rak. Only naval losses admitted 
up to date are the 10,000-ton cruiser 
Blucher in Oslo Fjord and the 6000- 
cruiser Karlsruhe off Kristiansand, 
both sunk by Norwegian coastal 
batteries the morning of the 9th. 

The BBC tonight quotes Church- 
ill as having said that “Hitler has 
committed a _ grave strategical 
error” and that the British navy 
will now take the Norwegian coast 
and sink all ships in the Skager- 
rak and Kattegat. God, I hope 
he’s right. . 

Berlin, April 14. — I’ve at last 
found out how the Germans occu- 
pied the chief Norwegian ports 
along a thousand-mile coastline un- 
der the very nose of the British 
fleet. German troops were trans- 
ported’ to their destinations in 
cargo boats which ostensibly were 
on their way to Narvik to fetch 
Swedish iron. These freighters 
sailed within the Norwegian three- 
mile limit and thus escaped dis- 
covery by the British navy. Iron- 
ically!—they were even escorted to 
their goals by Norwegian warships 
which had orders to protect them 
from the British!

Berlin, April 18.—Joe (Harsch) 
back from Copenhagen with a nice 
tale. He reports that on the eve- 
ning of April 8 the Danish King, 
somewhat disturbed over that 
day’s reports, summoned the Ger- 
man Minister and asked him for 
assurances. The Minister swore to 
His Majesty that Hitler had no in- 
tention of marching into Denmark 
and that the day’s silly rumors 
were merely “Allied lies,” Actually 
at that moment several German 
coal ships were tied up in Copen- 
hagen harbor, where they had ar- 
rived two days previously,, Under 
the hatches were German troops.

At dawn up came the hatches 
and the soldiers piled out. Up the 
streets towards the palace marched 
the troops. As the Germans 
approached the palace, the King’s 
guards opened fire, The Germans 
returned it. When the King heard 
the firing, he sent his adjutant out 
to tell his guards for goodness’ 
sake to stop shooting. The Ger- 
mans, thankful for this co-opera- 
tion, surrounded the palace, 


Meanwhile Danish workmen, rid- 
ing to work on their bicycles, were 


ordered by the Germans to take a 
side street and avoid the palace. 
Some of them did not understand 
German quickly enough. The Ger- 
mans fired, killing a dozen or so. 

X, a Yankee business man who 
happened to be in Copenhagen, 
thinks the Germans are minimiz- 
ing their naval losses. For one 
thing, he says he saw the masts of 
a sunken pocket battleship not 60 
miles from Copenhagen. 

Today, it is true, the German 
Admiralty called on the populace 
to stop besieging the Admiralty for 
news of relatives. It promised that 
the relatives of the dead would be 
duly notified. Meanwhile I learn 
that the Gestapo has forbidden 
relatives who do know that one of 
their kin has been killed to publish 
death notices in the papers. 

Wounded sailors and soldiers 
who escaped with their lives from 
the Blucher are arriving with hor- 
rible burns on their faces and 
necks, It seems that when the 
cruiser went down, it set loose on 
the water a lot of burning oil. 
Many men swimming about were 
burned to death. Not a word about 
these things in the press. 

Berlin, April 21-—-The secrecy of 
the Allies about where their troops 
have landed in Norway was lifted 
by the High Command today. They 
have landed at Namsos and Aand- 
alsnes, the two railheads north 
and south respectively of Trond- 
heim.

(Later)—The battle for Trond- 
heim has been won by Hitler. 
Where the Allies are, and what 
they're doing, are not clear. But 
it doesn’t make much difference. 
They had a wonderful opportunity 
to stop Hitler and they’ve muffed 
it. One’s worst suspicions seem 
to be confirmed—namely, that the 
British never went into the fight 
for Trondheim seriously. 

Berlin, May 2. — The British 
force which had been landed south 
of Trondheim has been evacuated 
from Aandalsnes, their coastal 
case. Thus the British abandon 
southern and central Norway— 
the most important parts. 

The whole seizure of Norway, 
though aided by the basest treach- 
ery, has undoubtedly been a bril- 
liant military performance. After 
three weeks the British, with all 
their sea power, have not even 
been able to take Narvik. 

Berlin, May 4.—The British have 
pulled pell-mell out of Namsos to 
the north of Trondheim, thus com- 
pleting the debacle of Allied aid 
to the Norwegians in central Nor- 
way. 

Where was the British navy 
which Churchill only a fortnight 
ago boasted would drive the Ger- 
mans out of the Norwegian 
waters? Except for the use of 
submarines, and apparently not 
many of these, the Allies made no 
serious effort to stop German sup- 
plies from reaching Norway 
throug Olso. They didn’t even 
risk destroyers in the Skagerrak 
and Kattegat. 

Is it that air power has shown 
in this short Norwegian campaign 
that it has superseded naval pow- 
‘er?

They had recov- 
ered from it and have now gone 
on 10 or 15 years, still with occa- 
sional attacks of pain, but no really 
serious consequences. Maybe it 
isn’t always the when you 
have these “anginal” attacks. 

A number of different things 
can cause a chest pain; among 
them a condition known as slip- 
ping rib cartilage, which has re- 
cently been described in a medical 
journal. The ribs‘are attached to 
the breast bone by a strip of car 
tilage, and the connection between 
the cartilage and the rib may get 
broken, with the result that the 
rib slips out of place now and 
again, causing quite severe pain. 

A London surgeon noted: “It is 
probably not a rare condition and 
is a trivial enough complaint in it- 
self, but it gives rise to most irk- 
some symptoms. Because the com 
dition is not widely known, even 
among the medical profession, it 
may result in prolonged suffering, 
and treatment for various diseases 
ranging from angina pectoris to 
abdominal diseases for which op- 
erations have been performed.” 


, 
IN THE HISTORY of most of 


these cases it will be found that 
there is some injury. It may be a 
fall, an automobile accident or 
something less dramatic, such as a 
wrench in golf or one-side weight- 
carrying. A sudden blow on the 
steering wheel of the automobile 
against the lower rib is one meth- 
od of direct injury. 

When these patients are care 
fully examined it will be found 
that the slipped rib can be located 
by the sense of touch, and a grat- 
ing sound is transmitted to the 
examiner’s finger when the pa- 
tient moves in a certain direction, 
The ribs involved are usually those 
attached to the lower end of the 
breast bone—the eighth, ninth and 
tenth. 

A typical case is that of a woman 
who entered a hospital with a diag- 
nosis of acute inflammation of the 
gall bladder. She had severe pain 
in the lower end of the breast 
bone and in the gall bladder region, 
She stated she had had several at- 
tacks of this kind before.

THE SURGEON WHO had been 
called was a little hesitant about 
the diagnosis and, on inquiry, found 
that seven years before she had 
been in an automobile accident. 
She was riding in the back seat 
of an automobile when the car ran 
into a ditch, turning over. She 
had been in a plaster cast for some 
time on account of an associated 
fracture of the pelvis, but had 
made no complaint of the ribs at 
that time. 

After the cast was removed she 
began to have the attacks. The 
surgeon could elicit the grating 
sound which occurred when the rib 
slipped and this corresponded with 
the pain of which she complained. 

Treatment of the condition is 
quite satisfactory with conserva- 
tive methods of strapping and oth- 
er means of immobilization. Opera- 
tive treatment can be done with 
complete relief of the condition.

NAMES IN THE LhEWS. 


Chiang Kai-shek, Chinese gener- 
alissimo, was born 1886, in the 


province of Ningpo. His correct. 


name is Chiang Chung-cheng. In 
1927 he married Miss Mayling 
Soong, sister-in-law of the late 
Sun Yat-sen. 

According to a Chinese consular 
official, the name Chiang Kai- 
shek has more than one “correct” 
pronunciation, depending on the 
dialect in which it is spoken. None 
of the Chinese pronunciations can 
be exactly indicated by means of 
phonetic spelling, since they con- 
tain sounds that have no equiva- 
lents in English. 

The two pronunciations that fol- 
low are customary in the United 
States. Each has the sanction of 
good authority, and I believe, 
equal precedence: 

chee-AHNG KY-SHEK 
jee-YANG GY-SHAK
